The Utilities Committee, reported 
favorably on the proposed water and 
sewer extensions to Messrs. Kolb, 
Page and Thorne; also that increase 


of salaries of employees at power 
house be not granted at present, but 
this question be brought up at the 
November meeting. Report adopted. 

The request of A. Jensen to, have 
electric light pole near his residence 
moved, was granted. 

Ald. Marshall requested a sidewalk 
from Railway street W. to Immanuel 
church, The chairman of Public 
Works Committee reported that the 
appropriations had been expended, but 
the matter was referred to committee 
to build sidewalk if possible. 

Council decided to pay half the ex- 
penses of Mr, Dawe, of Red Deer, who 
gave expert opinion as to the value 
of buildings at the court of revision. 

The estimates for 1927 were then 
considered and the tax rate was levied 
for the current year as_ follows: 
General, § mills; public ‘school, 16 
mills; Sacred Heart school, 17 mills; 
debenture, 16% mills; provincial levy, 
1% mils. The rate is therefore 401%4 
mills to public school supporters and 
41% mills to separate school support- 
ers, with a discount of 10 per cent. for 
payment prior to October 81st; 5 per 
cent, if paid in November and 2% 
per cent. if paid in December, 

After passing the by-law. striking 
the rate of assessment, the meeting 
adjourned. 


Packing Industry Intends to. 
Buy All Porkers on Grade 


Ottawa, August 27.—During Fri- 
day’s session of the meeting of the 
joint swine committee now /being 
held in Ottawa, the representatives 
of the packing industry on the com- 
mittee stated that, effective for 
loading of hogs on September 17, 
intended for sale on Monday, Sep- 
tember 19, and_ thereafter, settle- 
ment for all hogs bought will 
made by the packers on a graded 
basis. This will apply whether the 
hogs are bought on the stockyards or 
shipped direct to packing plants. 

The packers have found that sev- 
eral conditions complicate the blan- 
ket application of this principle. One 
of these is the fact that while in the 
west nearly all the hogs which are 
bought for export alive are first 
graded on the public stockyards, in 
Ontario such hogs usually go direct 
from the farms to the foreign mar- 
kets. However, desiring to co-oper- 
ate with all the interests engaged in 
the swine industry, it has been 
agreed to give a throrough trial to 
the buying of all hogs on a graded 
basis. At the end of the year the 
results of the complete application of 
the principle are to be subject to re- 
view.

Easterg Part of. Province—Cutting 
Not General :Until Next Week—

(Issued by Department of Agriculture, 

Government of: iAlberta, Edmonton, 

August 27, 1927), 

The whole province gives promise 
of an excellent crop with high aver- 
age yields of all Kinds of grain. Late 
seeding, with abundant moisture in 
the early part of. the season, is re- 
sponsible for the;somewhat late ripen- 
ing of the generaj: crop, The warm 
sunshine we have, had this last week 
is ripening the ¢rops with great ra- 
pidity, The earlier varicties of wheat, 
particularly that BOW) on lighter land, 
are now mature®and a considerable 
amount of cutting. of this grain has 
already been done. Cutting will not 
be general, however, until the first 
week of Septembér.

A careful checltip of the frost sit- 
uation shows that: there has been no 
frost damage except in the extreme 
northeastern section of the province. 
In some isolated districts in this area 
frost struck rathér heavily, Except 
in the above area’ the province is en- 
tirely free from frost damage. Hail 
damage has been more prevalent than 
usual, with the. result that damage 
from this source will be slightly great- 
er than average. Rust has made an 
appearance in a ‘few sections. The 
damage from this, source, however, is 
negligible. 

Notwithstanding..the losses caused 
by the above mentioned agencies, if no 
further losses occur, we are convinced 
that the province will have the largest 
total yield of ‘wheat in its history. 
A particularly significant feature this 
year is to be found in the fact that 
there is a uniformly good crop in every 
section of the province, 

Large numbers* of harvesters are 
now arriving, and it {s not anticipated 
that any shortage of help will occur.

Board of Railway Commissioners Issues Judgment on 
Probe Into Freight Rates—Adjustments Made Will 
Prove of Particular Advantage to Grain Shippers of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan 


Ottawa, Aug. 27.—The Board of Rail- 
way Commissioners, after a hearing 
extending several months in respect 
to export rates on grain, flour and 
other commodities via Pacific and At- 
lantic ports, issued judgment Friday, 
ordering that the export rate on grain 
via Vancouver shall have the same ad- 
vantage as grain for export eastward 
to the head of the lakes, as obtains 
under the Crow's Nest Pass agree: 
ment. The Board also ordered a re- 
duction on grain rates from head of 
the lakes ports via rail to Quebee and 
Montreal, 

The reduction via Quebee is from 
34% cents per cwt. on wheat, to 18.34 
cents per ewt, The board’s order also 
provides that the rate to Montreal from 
lake ports shall be on a parity with the 
hew rates stipulated on grain moving 


to Quebec, This reduction, how: 
ever, does not, affect the water- 
borne rat2, which practically deter- 


mines the wheat export movement via 
Montreal and Quebec, The reduction 
in the rate via Vancouver will un- 


rates correspondingly, This, it is stat- 
ed, will mean reductions from every 
point located on a branch line of any 
railway in Western Canada which ex- 
ceeds the main line scale of rates. The 
reductions in rates on grain and flour 
will involve, according to rate experts, 
in the aggregate, several million dol- 
lars which will accrue to the advant- 
age of the grain growers of Western 
Canada, 
Alberta Favored 

The export rates westbound to the 
Pacific Coast are also revised so as to 
put all branch ijine points on a foot- 
ing on an equality with C.P.R. main 
line points. This is an important re- 
adjustment which it is expected will be 
of advantage particularly to grain 
shippers in Alberta and Saskatehewan. 

Freight traffic on, merchandisd 
shipped from distributing centres in 
the three prairie provinces are ordered 
to be revised so as to secure the ad- 
vantage of the short haul mileage. At 
the present time these distributing 
tariffs are based exclusively on C. P.

C.P.R. WILL COMBAT 
RIGHT-OF-WAY WEEDS 


Winnipeg, Man, Aug. 26.—Waging 
wir on weeds, the Canadian Pacific 
Railway has let a contract to a ehem- 
ical company for the extermination of 
weeds along its right-of-way on west- 
ern lines. This fall a total of 2690 
miles will be sprayed with a death- 
dealing liquid by a mechanical device 
attached to tank cars. So deadly is 
this chemical that not only wiil it kill 
the growing grass but the gravel on the 
line will be sterilized and converted 
into an arid waste.

About 650 new teachers were grad- 
nated and certificated from the two 
normal schools at Calgary and Cam- 
rose last spring, and these are en- 
tering the active service lists this 
fall. This addition to the teaching 
foree, however, is not likely to more 
than offset the withdrawals from the 
old force, and it is thought there will 
be no difficulty in absorbing the en- 
tire number,

Although health is primarily a mat- 
ter for the provinces, so decreed by 
the British North America Act, 
through the Federal Department of 
Health, the Canadian Council on Child 
Welfare, and numerous voluntary 
bodies, a vast amount of practical and 
educational child welfare work is car- 
ried on nationally. It was stated by 
Miss Charlotte Whitton, executive 
secretary, of the Canadian Child Wel- 
fare Council, at the Child Welfare 
Committee of the League of Nations, 
in Geneva last year, that in the child 
health field all the Canadian prov- 
inces, with perhaps two exceptions, 
compared most favorably with the 
work being done in Europe, and es- 
pecially in Great Britain, in all de- 
partments except that of ante-natal 
care, 

Nowadays the mothers of children 
may have complete advice on their 
care, clothing, food and jealth from 
either the Child Welfare Council or 
the child welfare department of the 
Federal Department of Health, under 
Dr. Helen MacMurchy, in addition, of 
course, to the individual efforts of the 
health departments of the various 
provinces, Indeed, there is little ex- 
cuse for careless upbringing in the 
first eight years of life, since expert 
advice is available to all who apply. 

This educational and practical work 
has had a marked effect on infant mor- 
tality, which, in the last year for 
which figures are available, had drop- 
ped to seventy-eight per thousand liv- 
ing births, In 1920 it had been one 
hundred, in the registration area 
which excluded Quebec. The latter 
province has come into the registra- 
tion area, and a similar substantial re- 
duction in infant deaths has been 
noted. 

Canada is distinguished for the 
large amount of voluntary work done 
in aid of children. The Victorian 
Order of Nurses has for years given 
a great public health service, which 
has been especially directed towards 
mothers and children. Their work in

The Junior Red Cross, with its 
membership of 100,000, and the Ki- 
wanis and Rotary Clubs, have been 
especially engaged in aiding crippled 
children. Recreational activities have 
been stimulated by the Boy Scouts 
and the Girl Guides. Educational and 
patriotic ideals have been aimed at by 
lire Imperial Daaughters of the Em- 
pire, and also by the Catholic Wom- 
eo's eLague, aii] the Women’s Insti- 
tutes. Of special interest has been 
the work of the Canadian Tubercu- 
losis Association, the Canadian Na- 
tional Institute for the Blind, the So- 
cial Hygiene Council, which undertook 
sex education and the prevention and 
cure of social diseases, the Canadian 
Hygiene Committee, which has done 
excellent research in child training, 
habits, and psycholgy, 


Indeed, there are few organizations 
in Canada which have not some aspect 
bearing upon child welfare, In addi- 
tion to the conspicuous examples 
named, many other organizations con- 
tribute to the great cause. Passing 
mention must be made of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture improving the 
milk supply, the Mothers Allowances 
Act in some of the provinces, and the 
Workmen's Compensation Act. 


An indication of the direction in 
which the Dominion is working for 
child welfare is given by the high 
ideal of the Child Welfare Division of 
the Federal Department of Health,

The three of them went up 
the Moira River from Myersville to Loon Lake and 
across country to Bon Echo. Somewhere on top of 
the cliff they came upon two flat stones. By fore- 
ing these stones in opposite directions they discover- 
ed dn opening about twelve inches in diameter, 
through which Myers forced himself. What the 
flame from his pine-pitch torch disclosed is doubtful, 
but there was silver in some form, so it is told, and 
immense quantities of it. Filling his pockets and a 
small bag with the treasure, the adventurer made 
mental note of the location and commenced the return 
journey. ® Q

In 18GQ, George Merrill, grandfather of the pre- 
sent operator of Bon Echo Inn, Merrill Dennison, 
well known writer, and one John Bull, were among 
the first to make an attempt to wrest the secret from 
the Rock. Coming to the foot of the eliff which 


marks the jointure of the upper and lower Mazinaw 


Lakes, Bull took the southern face, while Merrill 
worked in the opposite direction, and is said to be 
the only man to ever see the cave again. Fearing 
however, that as Bull had once killed a man, his life 
would not be safe if his secret were known, he kept 
it to himself, and later the two men left, one dis- 
couraged and the other hoping to return arcain, He 
did return, but the great forest fires had so changed 
the topography of the top of the rock, that he was 
unable to locate the silver for a second time. 

Later, a man named Van Asselstein becoming pos- 
sessed of the map, mortgaged two excellent farms on 
the Kingston Road, and spent fourteen years prospect- 
ing on the rock to no avail. Then in 1911, two part-
